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The Church Speaks Her Youth 


CATHOLIC Church offers 
satisfying solution the problems the 
adolescent. She has her commission from 
Christ teacher, admonisher, guide, and 
rescuer not only for youth but for parents 
and teachers well. That our statement may 
proved more effectively, shall consider 
first what meant the term adolescent 
and whether not there are problems 
solved him and his parents and teachers. 
The term adolescence derived from the 
Latin present participle ado- 
lescere grow up. true that indi- 
vidual growing from infancy, because 
from that time there constant development, 
therefore growth. But the term adolescence 
has been applied specifically the process 
growing from childhood womanhood 
manhood. 

Although roughly the time corresponds 
the “teen” age, and therefore takes the four 
years high school, usually begins with the 
last two years elementary school and con- 
tinues throughout the first two years col- 
lege. Because the development continues for 
long, and consequently affects varied 
group, many psychologists divide the period 
into three stages; early, middle, and late 
adolescence. Others find less confusing 
divide into only two parts, early and late 
adolescence.* Whatever the divisions, there 
distinct line demarcation. even 
difficult matter segregate entirely the 
whole period adolescence: first, because 
comes gradually; and second, be- 
cause its onset varies time and degree 
not only with sexes, with races, and with 
peoples, but also with individuals the same 
sex, race, and people.’ fact, two indi- 
viduals develop exactly the same way. 

However, this transition from childhood 
adulthood has always been considered signifi- 
cant period. our own day, much time

the sensory life the adolescent must 
deeper and wider than that the child be- 
cause the organs sense are part that 
physical growth and development. And the 
sensory life broadens, the mental and emo- 
tional life youth must, consequence, 
show some marked forward move. For, Father

lescence than any other time because 
rapid development both the physical and 
mental powers. 

consequence these facts, those pri- 
mary functions life which have been active 
from birth are broadening their activities, 
therefore bringing new experiences into the 
life the individual, but one these funda- 
mental actions, namely, the power self- 
reproduction, now just beginning operate. 
this point, the child may have become 
aware this fact life reference some- 
one else, but now knows part 
himself, therefore must adapt himself 
new phase living with all its complexities. 

During childhood little thought given 
satisfies childish desire, but with the in- 
creased development all the powers 


body and soul, there comes awareness 


persons and things and self relation 
them. The maturing youth must begin 
move out from his cloistered surroundings 
parental care into world indifferent- 
ism. And, this progressive twentieth cen- 
tury, into rapidly moving world whose activ- 
ities are based great measure upon the 
shifting principles materialistic pagan- 
ism. must learn take his place this 
turbulent stream progress without being 
swept aside and carried off the under- 
current. 

Faced multifarious physical and emo- 
tional reactions these internal and external 
changes, youth thrown into state men- 
tal confusion his inner conflicts and 
threatened with complete subversion not 
guided experienced and mature counselors. 

Parents and teachers now prudently and 
sympathetically offer the benefit their ex- 
perimental knowledge and their mature judg- 
ment, but disconcerted youth does not rec- 
ognize the necessity this timely act. 
true this statement that doctors and psy- 
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chiatrists are frequently approached parents 
distressed over the. sudden obstinacy 
youthful son daughter. Likewise, they 
hear from boys and girls the sad complaint 
that they are longer able get along with 
their parents.” Daily papers record frequent 
incidents youthful runaways. Juvenile 
courts and detention homes are filled with 
delinquents. 

This group far too large, but God did 
not will that mankind should perish 
youth. had greater purpose view when 
planned the adolescent stage the life 
His favored creatures. For, not only this 
time restlessness and temporary abandon- 
ment good for some, but also period 
rapid strides sanctity, youthful intel- 
lectual achievement, and perfection 
mature physique for the majority. 


Help from Heaven 


Far outnumbering the delinquents the 
throng adolescents who have learned from 
childhood look their parents and teachers 
for help that the critical period their 
lives they are still able recognize the 
guiding hand. 

Christ said, “Suffer children come 
and forbid them not, for such the 
Kingdom And then placed 
His hands upon their heads and blessed them. 
this first blessing the little ones, 
was preparing them for their future life. 
His Church continues His blessings and 
guidance. This divinely instituted organization 
reaches out with the saving waters Baptism 
far advance the critical period ado- 
lescence. Through the sacrament matri- 
mony, enjoins parents the sacred duty 
toward their children, and turn reiterates

Your letter announcing your transfer from 
the beautiful, modern city school where you 
have been stationed, arrived today. gather 
from your letter that the prospect year 
two the little two-room school the 
quiet town Updike does not bring you any 
pleasure. 

spite your dismal premonitions, Sister, 
congratulate you your good fortune. 
Your transfer will beneficial many ways. 
Oh, yes! understand full well that you will 
miss the conveniences the city, the splendid 
equipment the new school, the many ac- 
tivities and opportunities. You will now have 
four grades the same room the place 
one grade you have been accustomed 
teach. You will extremely busy and very 
little leisure time will now yours. spite 
all these difficulties, however, you will find 
that there are many advantages teaching 
children the suburban schools and 
grateful that have had the opportunity 
discover that for myself. 

You will find that the biggest difference 
between the city school and the small-town 
school lies just where you might least expect 
find it, the children. You, sure, 
have heard the old saying: “Children are the 
same all over.” Fundamentally they are, 
grant, but certainly the environment the 
city with its crowded conditions, its broken-up 
homes and working parents has its undesirable 
effect upon the life the child. The small- 
town districts and suburban areas are still 
quite unaffected this pernicious influence. 
The child these sections lives the open 
air, the fields and woods, and you will 
soon notice that brings with him into 
your classroom something the freshness

candor, and docility the children will 
one your greatest consolations, Sister. 

You state that your greatest concern 
that you will unable cover the subject 
matter assigned all those grades within the 
time allotted you. admit that you will have 
careful planning cover the subject 
matter assigned for each grade, but, time 
goes on, you will find ways and means 
accomplish this satisfactorily. You must re- 
member that, although your actual instruction 
time cut down what seems like nothing 
all, still you can make assignments for 
the study periods follow your classes. These 
assignments will provide the necessary drill 
what you have taught the children 

quite evident, then, that very im- 
portant that you start the children out 
good habits study. this, will 
necessary for you plan carefully just what 
you wish each group doing while you 
teach another group. well train the 
children use their study periods systemat- 
ically, spend the most time the more 
important subjects, and prepare the morning 
subjects first. All these things may ob- 
vious you and me, but the child needs 
direction use his time well, and not 
merely keep “busy and quiet.” your 
part, important that you remember 
plan your assignments that the children 
will not overburdened, discouraging situa- 
tion, but that they will have enough occupy 
themselves profitably. 

You will notice that mention was made 
period for study and preparation for the 
religion period.

The second advantage that you will enjoy 
the small school, Sister, the spirit 
kindness and helpfulness found among these 
children. The teacher, occupied with the sixth 
grade, too busy disturbed without 
serious reason. Therefore, eighth-grade Charles 
will realize that must seek help the work 
missed yesterday from someone his own 
class. Thus there developed the spirit 
unselfishness and kindness toward each other. 
You will find many among the older students 
who are only too eager help you giving 
extra time the younger students who need 
individual attention. 

Are you now becoming convinced that the 
picture isn’t dark after all? Your next big 
objection reads, “It seems that the 
children educated such school would 
tremendously inferior those who have had 
more opportunity.” will answer that diffi- 
culty with few examples actual hap- 
penings. 

Last year the fifth-grade children were 
called upon read the stories they had 
written. These compositions were made 
simple sentences only, the class had 
not yet become acquainted with the complex 
compound sentence. Grace listened care- 
fully the story being read, and then made 
this criticism: “John, think you will have 
change that second sentence. com- 
plex sentence.” And Grace was right! Evi- 
dently this average student had imbibed some 
the instruction given the previous week 
the older children. The average and above- 
average pupils unconsciously absorb more 
than what intended solely for them. 

this same classroom, the sixth-grade 
children were puzzled over the construction 
simple sentence which contained com- 
pound subject and predicate. The fifth-grade 
group, busy about their own work, first 
paid little attention the struggles their 
neighbors. the older children became more 
and more confused, the younger group began 
listen. Soon they became more than pas- 
sively interested, and indicated vigorously 
that they could solve the puzzling problem, 
given chance. Judging that the group was 
overly ambitious, the teacher called upon one 
their number, merely satisfy them. What 
was her astonishment when very average 
child stood and unhesitatingly declared, 
simple sentence, but has compound 
subject and predicate!” The surprised sixth- 
grade children demanded explanation 
how the younger ones happened know that, 
and developed that the fifth grade had been 
listening the sixth-grade children explain 
their diagrams for some time. They found 
compound parts sentence quite interest- 
ing! Would you, dear Sister, accuse this 
class wasting study time? 

This overlapping instruction works the 
other way, too. The slower children the 
upper grades are benefited hearing the 
constant repetition what new the lower

The many various activities the large 
school may necessary and beneficial 
some ways, but where the teacher who 
hasn’t longed for the day when she might 
able straight through least one 
full period without disturbance?

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Comparison Methods Teaching Spelling 


ESEARCH has aided the improvement 

spelling instruction. Although there 
have been many investigations the field 
spelling concerned with improvement 
curriculum and with methods teaching, the 
field method still presents many unsolved 
problems. The Test-Study versus the Study- 
Test methods teaching spelling seems 
remain controversial issue. The superiority 
neither method has been fully established. 
controlled investigation two methods 
teaching difficult list was made order 
contribute information upon the issue. 


The Problem 


The chief purpose this study was 
determine the relative efficiency the Test- 
Study and the Study-Test methods teaching 
and learning spelling words. Stated more spe- 
cifically, the aims this study were 
follows: 

compare the use the Test-Study 
and the Study-Test methods teaching 
list 222 spelling demons eighth-grade 
children. 

compare the amount improvement 
made children using the Test-Study method 
with the amount improvement made 
children equal ability using the Study-Test 
method. 

discover which the two methods, 
either, superior procedure for 
learning spell this list words. 

determine the relative effectiveness 
these two methods learning spell, for the 
upper and lower mental-age groups this 
experiment. 


General Procedure 


The experiment was conducted the eighth 
grades fourteen town and city elementary 
schools four different states, during the 
school year Twelve these 
schools made complete returns, and the data 
from 320 pupils were interpreted for this 
report. five schools the experimental group 
used the Test-Study method, and the re- 
maining seven schools the Study-Test method 
was followed. each instance the regular 
teacher was charge her own class during 
the entire experiment. The list 222 spelling 
demons was studied all the children 
beth groups, and the spelling periods were 
held constant during the ten-week program. 
Every child the experiment participated 
preliminary test, ten weeks teaching 
and testing, and delayed-recall test. The 
effectiveness the two methods was indicated 
learning spell this list words. The im- 
provement was measured comparing the 
results the preliminary and delayed-recall 
tests. This improvement was assumed 
reasonable indication the relative effi- 
ciency the two methods under investigation.

Preliminary Steps 

governing every phase the experimental 
procedure was sent each teacher both 
groups before the experiment 
record sheet was also forwarded them, 
upon which the following information was 
entered: name pupil, chronological age, 
mental age, general achievement, number 
errors made the preliminary test, number 
errors made the final weekly tests, and 
the number errors made the delayed- 
recall test. Every teacher received sample 
copy individual progress chart. The 
pupils following the Test-Study method were 
record their progress similar charts. 
Those pupils using the Study-Test method 
were free make use this chart not 
directed their teachers. Printed copies 
the 222 spelling demons were sent the 
teachers for all the pupils participating the 
experiment. Copies the Five Steps Learn- 
ing Spell were forwarded for the 
pupils the Test-Study section the experi- 
ment. 

The Henmon-Nelson Tests Mental 
Ability were administered all pupils who 
took part the experiment. The mental ages 
obtained were used for classifying the pupils, 
and basis for comparison between two 
groups. The general achievement each pupil 
was obtained from his class record card.

The Preliminary Test 


All pupils included this 
ticipated the preliminary test. The testing 
was carried out under explicit written 
structions which were identical for both 
groups. The 222 words were written col- 
umn form and the number errors for each 
pupil was checked the teacher and later 
entered the Record Sheet. 


The Weekly Programs Spelling 


period two weeks was allowed elapse 
before the weekly teaching programs were 
begun. The Test-Study and the Study-Test 
programs were inaugurated. They continued 
over ten-week period. The children both 
groups studied new words week (24 
were used the tenth week complete the 
list). Both groups used daily 15-minute spell- 
ing periods for teaching, studying, and testing 
these words. Apart from these factors, the 
procedures were entirely different. 


The Test-Study Program 


The Test-Study method used closely ap- 
proximates the one described 
mended the spelling text and workbook 
Learning brief was follows: 

Monday: The children learn the meaning 
and pronunciation any new words with 
which they are unfamiliar. The whole class 
takes pretest the new words. The 
test papers are collected and errors are 
checked the teacher. 

Tuesday: The corrected tests are returned 
the pupils. Each child writes correct 
form his notebook the words mis- 
spelled the pretest. Those who made errors 
use the Five Steps Learning Spell 
Word studying their hard words. The 
teacher constantly the watch see that 
each pupil using the Five-Step Plan effec- 
tively. 

Wednesday: The children continue. the 
attack their hard words. Special help 
given the teacher where needed. 
the words misspelled Monday are learned, 
the pupil studies his difficult review words. 
These are the words misspelled the 
previous Thursday’s final test. The teacher 
supervises, encourages, and motivates. 

Thursday: The teacher dictates the final 
weekly test the same words pretested 
Monday. Review words from two weeks 
before are included. Errors are checked 
the teacher and the number errors marked 
the record sheet. All members the class 
take this final test even though some pupils 
made errors the pretest. 

Friday: The children enter correct form 
the words they misspelled Thursday’s test 
special place their notebooks. Each 
child records his progress his individual 
chart indicating the number errors made 
Thursday’s test. time permits, each child

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again attacks the words missed the 
final test. the error persists, the pupil 
continues study and comes privately 
the teacher for retest his own difficulties. 

this program each child was not only 
learning spell important words his own 
rate learning, but was acquiring mastery 
over method study that would aid him 
learn spell other words later life. 
was acquiring definite and permanent 
plan attack difficult words. 


The Study-Test Program 


Under the Study-Test program more 
generalized procedure was followed for teach- 
ing the lessons day. This group used 
the same list words, the same amount 
spelling time, the same number words each 
week, and the same methods administering 
and checking all the tests. single weekly 
program was prescribed detail. However, 
more less common plan evolved with this 
group. general, the seven teachers di- 
recting the Study-Test program assigned and 
taught five six new words Monday, 
Tuesday, Wednesday, and Thursday. Fri- 
day the children were tested the new 
words for the week and approximately 
equal number review werds. The procedure 


for the first four days the week was 


follows: 

The five six new words for the day 
are assigned. 

The teacher directs all the children 
studying all the words for the day. The pupils 
usually follow the words their spelling 
cards the teacher pronounces them. Some- 
times the pupils pronounce them individually 
sometimes concert. some instances the 
difficult parts are stressed, the words are 
written the blackboard syllables. 

The children then study the words for 
few minutes. Following this, the five 
six words for the day are dictated. Papers 
are exchanged, and the errors checked. The 
hard words are entered each child 
his own notebook. The words missed 
Monday’s test become review words for Tues- 
day, etc. 

child ever excused from the daily 
program spelling. Study the children 
teacher directed. Study always precedes 
testing. 

Each Friday the children are tested 
the words for the week, and usually 
review words two weeks before. some 
cases only those review words are included 
this test which have given many pupils 
trouble. The misspellings are checked and 
each pupil enters his difficult words cor- 
rect form his notebook. some instances 
graphs are used indicate progress. 


Delayed Recall Test 


Following the ten weeks teaching and 
testing these 222 demons, all work con- 
nected with the list words ceased. After 
two-week period the 222 demons were dic- 
tated again the pupils delayed-recall 
test. This recall test was administered 
exactly the same manner the preliminary 
test, and similarly for both groups. The num- 
ber errors made each pupil was re- 
corded the record sheet. 


Matching One Hundred Pairs 


the total number pupils who par- 
ticipated this experiment, 200 were selected 
constitute the one hundred pairs. This 
pairing pupil the Test-Study group 
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with pupil the Study-Test group was 
developed make the comparison the 
two methods valid and statistically reliable. 
The pairing was based three factors: the 
number errors made the preliminary 
test, the mental ages, and the general achieve- 
ment each pupil. pupil the Test-Study 
group was first matched with pupil the 
Study-Test group they both had the same 
number errors the preliminary test. 
spelling ability was held constant 
throughout all the one hundred pairs. For 
example, pair No. each pupil made 
errors the preliminary test; pair No. 
each pupil made errors, and pair No. 
100, each pupil made errors. can 
assumed, therefore, that the beginning 
this experiment the two groups were quite 
equal their ability spell 222 demons, 
and that the two pupils each pair, 
far the pretest indicated, were equal 
ability spell. 

The second factor considered pairing 
the groups was mental age. The mental ages 
for both pupils within each pair remained 
exactly the same pair No. 26. this pair 
single month’s difference mental age 
occurred. Throughout the one hundred pairs 
nowhere was there difference more than 
eleven months within pair. 

The third factor, general achievement, was 
held quite constant for each the one hun- 
dred pairs. Both groups 
equal with regard general achievement. 
the one hundred pairs there was 
difference within each pair less than one 
full letter symbol. pairs the general 
achievement the two pupils 
exactly the same letter symbol. 
only two the one hundred pairs was 
there difference more than one full letter 
symbol within the pair. pair No. 88, the 
pupil the Test-Study group had general 
achievement and the pupil the 
Study-Test group had A—. pair No. 83, 
the pupil the Test-Study group had 
general achievement while the pupil 
the Study-Test group had C—. The 
equality the pupils for both groups the 
one hundred pairs may understood more 
clearly examining the following table

The improvement was computed from the 
results the preliminary and delayed-recall 
tests. The effectiveness, therefore, each 
method teaching spelling was measured 
the amount improvement made learning 
spell the 222 demons, indicated the 
difference the number errors made 
the preliminary and delayed-recall tests. 

paired groups were evenly matched 
spelling ability. Each group made exactly 
2115 errors out total 22,200 spelling 
attempts the preliminary test. The two 
groups were practically equal with regard 
mental age. The mean mental age months 
was 179.7 for the Test-Study group, and 
179.2 for the Study-Test group. The difference 
between the means was month and was 
not statistically significant. The mean achieve- 
ment scores for the paired groups were quite 
similar. The mean for the Test-Study group 
was 6.73 and for the Study-Test group 6.52. 
The difference between the means was .21 and 
was not significant.

Table indicates the mean number 
errors made the paired groups the 
delayed-recall test. The mean number 
errors for the Test-Study group was 6.42 and 
the standard deviation was 5.81. The mean 
number errors for the Study-Test group 
was 17.70. The standard deviation was 11.76. 
The probable error the mean for the Test- 
Study group was .392 and for the Study- 
Test group was .793. The difference between 
the means was 11.28, and favored the 
Test-Study group. This difference was twelve 
times the probable error the difference 
between the means. was significant dif- 
ference for this investigation and showed the 
superiority the Test-Study method over 
the Study-Test method teaching these 222 
demons. 

Table III shows the total number words 
misspelled each group the preliminary 
test, the number errors made the 
delayed-recall test, the number words 
learned, and the mean improvement learn- 
ing these words. The Test-Study group made 
mean improvement learning words 14.88, 
and the Study-Test group mean improve- 
ment 3.45 words learned. The difference 
between the means was 11.43. The critical 
ratio was 15.9. The difference the improve- 
ment words learned the two groups was 
significant. fact, there virtual certainty 
that the Test-Study method, used this 
experiment, was superior the Study-Test 
method learning spell this list 222 
words. 

Another purpose this investigation was 
compare th® amount improvement 
learning spell these 222 words for the 
upper and lower mental-age ranges for each 
the two groups. Each group was divided

into four quartiles. The first quartile repre- 
sented the pupils with the lowest mental 
ages, and the fourth quartile was composed 
the pupils with the highest mental ages. 
The improvement made each quartile 
both groups can most easily studied and 
analyzed examining the results presented 
Table below. The figures indicate clearly 
that the Test-Study method was superior 
the Study-Test method each quartile. The 
Test-Study method was approximately equal 
effectiveness for all four quartiles. the 
Study-Test method, the figures seem indi- 
cate that this method least effective the 
lowest mental age range, and most effective 
the highest quartile. comparable 
quartile the Study-Test method effective 
the Test-Study method. 


Conclusions 


With all the data analyzed and statistical 
treatment applied them, this whole investi- 
gation seemed provide valuable evidence 
the superiority the Test-Study method 
over the Study-Test method learning this 
list 222 words eighth-grade children. 


Specific Conclusions 


The following specific findings and conclu- 
sions seem evident: 

Twelve pupils the Test-Study group 
made perfect scores the delayed-recall test. 
None using the Study-Test procedure made 
perfect scores this test.

Twenty-three pupils using 
the Study-Test method made more errors 
the recall test than they had made the 
preliminary test. 

The mean number words learned 
the Test-Study group was times large 
the mean number learned the Study- 
Test group. This was statistically significant. 

The difference between the means the 
errors made the paired groups the de- 
layed-recall test was 11.28 .885. The 
difference divided the probable error 
the difference was 12.7. Since this critical 
ratio exceeded four, the difference was sig- 
nificant. 

The difference between the means 
spelling improvement for the paired groups 
was 11.43 .72, favor the Test-Study 
group. The critical ratio was 15.9. The dif- 
ference was significant. 

The percentage gains for each the four 
mental age quartiles the Test-Study group 
the percentage gains for each com- 
parable quartile the Study-Test group. 


General Conclusions 

Briefly, the most important general con- 
clusions drawn from this investigation 
are: (1) Method was the only planned vari- 
able and seems account for the superiority 
improvement the Test-Study group (2) 
The Five Steps Learning Spell Word 
seems have provided technique study 
that aided the Test-Study group mastery

large number words studied (3) 
method spelling that was found effective 
for good spellers and high mental age groups 
seems least equally effective for poor 
spellers and low mental age groups. 


Limitations This Investigation 


While the data obtained from this investi- 
gation furnished conclusive evidence favor 
the Test-Study method teaching and 
learning spelling, there were several limita- 
tions which should noted. Only children 
the eighth grade were included the experi- 
ment, and any conclusions drawn from this 
investigation would apply this particular 
grade. Although 320 children compara- 
tively small number, yet sufficiently 
large for investigation this type, carried 
out single grade. The experimental period 
ten weeks was short. However, there 
was alteration methods the two 
groups halfway through the experiment, this 
ten-week period was considered ample for 
evaluating the two methods spelling. Al- 
though single preliminary test may not 
considered absolutely accurate basis upon 
which measure individual improvement, 
yet measure group improvement 
practically acceptable.

Sister Lawrence Wilson, 


among administrators the educa- 
tional field, efforts are made reach 
ideal known “equalization educational 
opportunity.” Authorities agree that the suc- 
cess democratic form government 


‘depends upon the availability educational 


opportunity for every member society. This 
opportunity should extended every child 
regardless his race, color, creed, and 
should insure for him education equal 
scope and efficiency that received any 
other child like mental status. 

order benefit from the application 
the principle equalization educational 
opportupity, transportation and from school 
necessary item for many children attend- 
ing both private and public schools. the 
controversies which have arisen over the 
problem granting public transportation 
private-school pupils, most the disagree- 
ment has arisen over the question the 
beneficiary the service. One phase the 
problem, and very important one, has been 
overlooked the past. the principle 
equalization educational opportunity 
mean anything the United States, any 
service granted children with the purpose 
equalizing opportunity for education must 
extended all children the state. Trans- 
portation and from school general 
benefit given children public schools 
means aiding them securing educa- 
tion. One the leading issues involved the 
question public transportation private- 
school pupils centers around the definition and 
application the principle equalization 
educational Those who favor 
public transportation for children private 
schools declare that this service defensible 
element the commonly accepted principle 
equalization educational opportunity and 
such may not denied any child who 
needs the basis that does not attend 
public school. 


Principle Equalization Defined 


order understand the issue involved, 
necessary know something the 
foundation upon which this principle equal- 
ization educational opportunity based. 
their report the Education Finance In- 
quiry Commission, Strayer and Haig have 
defined the items necessary setting 
program equalization.

control all schools, for their direct admin- 
istration the state department education.’ 


From this definition can seen that 
the realization the equalization principle 
depends upon the establishment schools 
all localities, the absence such schools, 
make arrangements for the education 
children other districts schools 
distance from their homes. Under this part 
the definition, transportation might reason- 
ably classified among those arrangements 
“sufficient provide the children every 
locality within the state with equal educa- 
tional opportunity some prescribed 
Applying this now commonly 
accepted principle for providing transportation 
school children, must noted that the 
definition implies that all children are 
benefited. 

The second criterion states that the burden 
taxation should bear upon all people the 
locality relation their taxpaying ability. 
Here, too, must noted that all people are 
concerned. This indicates that all people 
the locality are sharing the burden taxation, 
and result all people should share the 
benefits which are made available through the 
expenditure tax money. 

The third part the definition provides for 
the supervision and control schools the 
state department education. This provision 
carried out today all states regard 
both private and public schools, for while 
most instances private schools are under the 
direct control and supervision private organ- 
izations, still indirectly the state exercises 
control and supervision over the educational 
activities these schools the enforcement 
the education laws which make regulations 
for hours classwork, subjects taught, 
and qualifications teachers. Since this super- 
vision and control listed one means 
realizing the principle equalization edu- 
cational opportunity, follows that all the 
benefits the equalization program should 
given all children regardless the 
school they attend, provided that the school 
maintains the standards set the state 
for educational efficiency. 


Factors Minimum Equalization 
Program 
Since the definition this principle 
equalization educational opportunity has 
been given, some states have set minimum

sion any element minimum program will 
have other than salutary effect upon the edu- 
cational offerings any community will bring 
about harm that out proportion the good 
equalized, should omitted from the min- 
imum 

The application Mort’s criteria for 
minimum program brings the problem 
pupil transportation. Transportation rep- 
resents factor the program equalization 
educational opportunity, since, for some 
pupils, distance the most important element 
regular attendance school. order 
overcome the handicap distance, transporta- 
tion provided. Such provision made 
accordance with the second criterion set 
since transportation classified under- 
taking not directly concerned with the educa- 
tional function the school, but, neverthe- 
less, necessary factor equal educational 
all children.

Morphet® the opinion that 
any effort made equalize educational oppor- 
tunity without apportioning certain sum for 
transportation will fail its efforts. gen- 
eral, agreed that transportation pupils 
school supplementary activity, not 
directly concerned with the educational func- 
tion the school, but, the same time, 
necessary factor the program equaliza- 
tion educational opportunity. 

Since transportation pupils school 
supplementary activity, and one which should 
equalizing educational opportunity for all 
children the district, and since this trans- 
portation service not considered something 
directly connected with the main purpose and 
work the school, follows directly that the 
expenditure public funds provide trans- 
portation pupils and from school not 
expenditure aid any school, but 
merely compliance with the commonly 
accepted principle equalization educa- 
tional opportunity. There just nor logical 
reason for refusing transportation public 
expense pupils private schools. These 
schools have right exist; this right 
recognized the state and federal govern- 
ments, and parents have right choose 
these schools for their children.

This true 
because transportation not educational 
activity. This aid could not given 
public-school pupils alone, for the Federal 
Government cannot support nor foster public 
schools and fail consider the needs 
the private-school pupils. Federal concern 
should for every child the United States 
and the only condition which should enter 
into the distribution federal transporta- 
tion fund should that the private school 
maintain the state standards for educational 
efficiency. 

The federal fund would have reg- 
ulated definite standard whereby the 
money would apportioned those institu- 
tions which fulfilled the state’s educational 
requirements. There should some objective 
measure the state’s ability share the 
federal fund for transportation well 
standards which would govern the right 
the individual schools share the 
appropriation. The absence such standards 
might lead discrimination against some 
minority groups those who would have 
control dispensing the fund. 


Simple Matter 


Justice 


This study has shown that public trans- 
portation for private-school pupils the gen- 
eral practice, according statute, 
the states. ‘The constitutionality these 
statutes supported interpreting the aid 
given the form transportation logical 
consequence the compulsory education law, 
practice compatible with the well-estab- 
lished theory separation Church and 
State, aid the child and not aid 
the school attends, and defensible 
element the commonly accepted principle 
equalization educational opportunity. This 
practice granting public transportation 
private-school pupils some states has 
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way raised the specter “union Church 
and State,” nor violated the constitutional 
provisions prohibiting financial aid private 
schools. Furthermore, accepting equality 
educational opportunity defined the 
“Finance Inquiry,” transportation found 
one those supplementary offerings 
over which the district has direct control 
and for which the state should assume larger 
share responsibility the minimum pro- 
children whether they are enrolled public 
private school. The conclusion reached, 
therefore, that both principle 
fully justify granting financial aid for trans- 
portation pupils private schools, and, 
long this aid denied, equality 
opportunity will only hollow sounding 
phrase the American school child who 
not enrolled public school.

Since theme writing has its place the 
elementary curriculum, paramount 
importance that the student first have 
adequate and fundamental knowledge 
grammar and sentence technique. Often stu- 
dents are asked write stories, compositions, 
themes without having been duly prepared 
grammatically. 

Probably the first step preparation for 
theme writing the acquisition sentence 
sense. This follows from complete and thor- 
ough analysis the types 
beginning with the simple 
proceeding the more complex. 

Not all textbooks English place their 
units theme writing following the gram- 
matical section. However, since textbooks are 
merely tools, teachers should have sufficient 
ingenuity handle the text material intelli- 
gently and the student’s best advantage. 

Dean Briggs, one the ablest professors 
English the ¢ountry, revolutionized the 
teaching English composition the United 
States. was who developed the idea 
daily theme. 

Many teachers elementary grades sched- 
ule intensive six-weeks course theme 
writing following their presentation gram- 
mar and sentence theory. This commend- 
able since gives the student opportunity 
concentrate the principles and rules 
which has been learning. The old adage, 
“Practice makes perfect,” applies writing 
well any other activity. 

The practice reading compositions 
class for the purpose having the pupils 
discover the absence subject the 
presence dangling participle very 
wearisome and unfruitful task with feeble 
results. This method, too often employed, 
ineffective teaching the offender his error. 
Themes read aloud should present some 
pointed instructive value which will result 
positive benefits class. 

May the well-known motto, “Be Prepared,” 
also the motto teachers about direct 
course composition writing the 
elementary grades.

NTIL our United States shook with the 
was taboo among physical educators. When 
said their presence, visions regimented, 
unsmiling, children flashed 
before their eyes, and they struck their breasts 
and cried, “Let them free!” 

There explanation for this. are 
transplanted people and our uprooting there 
clung bits the old sod. From Ger- 
many, Denmark, and Sweden accepted 
systems, blindly introduced them into our 
schools, and stupidly called these incom- 
patible theories our own. 

Consider Sweden. For Per Henrick Ling, 
physical education was closely allied with 
military needs. fact, much the procedure 
and method Swedish gymnastics essen- 
tially drill technique. During its heyday, 
was the thing make the child meek, obedi- 
ent, and disciplined. Thére was chance for 
self-expression. All were taught move 
one the voice the leader. consider 
Germany’s Frederick Jahn. Feverish 
triotism and national strength and unity were 
the aims his unique program gymnastics. 

1910, American physical educators had 
their fill, and when Dr. Thomas Wood and 
Clark Hetherington broached the Play Ac- 
tivities Program, they gratefully scuttled the 
old and took the new. Thus the physical- 
education pendulum the United States 
swung the opposite extreme. Where before 
had nothing but dull, tedious, robotlike 
exercises, now had nothing but program 
games, unadjusted the needs the 
child, without consideration individual dif- 
ferences and merits. 

Through the twenties and thirties were 
stagnant. Europe armed, trained its youth 
for world war, and planted trees, worried 
over our leisure time, and averted our eyes. 
That our youth emerged from our schools 
physically uneducated and socially and emo- 
tionally unadjusted did not furrow our na- 
tional brow. 

Then came the forties, Pearl Harbor, and 
our sudden dramatic entry into the war. 
our chagrin and sorrow, discovered that 
many the youths had.ignored were un- 
able fight for us, and the children our 
schools were likewise unfit for present and 
future emergencies. 


America Awakens 


The national finger pointed our educators 
and they began seek the solution. The gov- 
ernment said them, “Here are your aims, 
you find the means.” few timid souls 
breathed, “Maybe system, course study, 
method, plan, program?” But this sug- 
gestion was cried down with the usual time- 
worn objection. inhibit, stifle, 
curb the freedom our children, 
you'll turn our schools into Hitler Jugend.” 

But say and with good reason, “Why not 
American System?” Observe our country’s 
history. When our forefathers won independ- 
ence, they attempted guard against restrain-

ing orders, reminiscent any way Eng- 
land’s rule, accepting the faulty Articles 
Confederation: system vague and indefinite 
construction and offering little direct 
them. 

was not until they framed the Constitu- 
tion, until they wrote down frustration what 
was obtained and how they proposed 
obtain it, that the American people really won 
freedom. Then only did they know that they 
had way, why they had it, and how best 
use it.

The Cleveland Plan 


Three years ago, when the Diocese Cleve- 
land, Ohio, made plans inaugurate new 
program elementary-school physical educa- 
tion, keyed the national program physi- 
cal fitness, took cognizance all this and 
devised and presented system hope 
American our Constitution. 

realized that specialized coaches cannot 
obtained; each classroom teacher would 
have teach physical education her own 
charges; facilities are inadequate; there 
little equipment. But here was all the more 
practical reason why should have 
organized, thought-out plan, system for the 
classroom teacher follow; activities designed 
for any space, even though classroom, 
hall, parking lot; and activities needing 
equipment only that which inexpensive 
school-made. 

reasoned: The ultimate aim all edu- 
cation educate the whole man; teach 
his intellect seek the truth and his will 
seek the good; teach him socially 
adjusted and physically capable. Necessarily 
then, this American system must aim 
satisfy the biologic and social needs grow- 
ing, developing children; second, cultivate 
them, wholesome qualities; third, foster 
interest activities for childhood’s free 
play time and the recreation adulthood. 

The objectives must specific, practical, 
within immediate reach; they should impor- 
tant only the degree that they contribute 
the aims. avoid confusion, they must 
featured under those activities that will 
best effect their accomplishment. And this 
that activity must not thought the 
whole elementary-school physical education 
cultivated the exclusion all others. 
The reason twofold. 

Children are not all alike. Emphasis one 
activity might interest some and bore others. 
The attention the uninterested will half- 
hearted, and little mental physical 
stimulation will result. The fulfillment the 
aims equals the realization all the 
objectives and these objectives 
attained through certain types activity. 
Obviously, attain the desired effect, they 
must included each and every graded 


program. 
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Necessary Activities 
Thus came about that the following four 
activities were decided indispensable 


adequate, well-balanced system physical 


education: 

Calisthenics, repeated rhythmical move- 
ments designed develop the strength, grace- 
fulness, and control the body. Primary- 
grade calisthenics are offered the form 
mimetics. Three the five objectives are: 
develop and stimulate body system; 
favor good posture strengthening the 
muscles back, chest, and abdomen; 
limber and condition the body for the vigor- 
ous activity games and dances. 

Free Movement Circle Formation, the 
practice the natural fundamental move- 
ments used everyday life. Objectives are: 
perfect performance walking, running, 
hopping, etc., increasing skill motor 
efficiency; develop sense time and 
rhythm. 

Rhythmical Activities, singing games and 
folk dances, which afford vigorous physical 
activity, and, the same time, inspire 
appreciation the traditions and customs 
peoples from which they spring. Included 
the eight objectives are: big-muscle activity; 
development grace, control, strength, ease, 
balance, and poise; cultivation those quali- 
ties courtesy, consideration, tolerance, etc. 
—that make for harmonious living. 

Games, big-muscle activity, adaptable 
classroom and playground. They should 
suited the growth and development the 
child, easily mastered, and entirely satisfying. 
the nine objectives, training fundamental 
skills, practice individual skills, encourage- 
ment team co-operation and wholesome 
competition, love for the game, and the devel- 
opment leadership and followership, head 
the list. 

But teaching physical education blithe, 
restless, very much alive youngsters can 
joy task performed fear and 
apprehension. education period 
brings laughter, fun, and exhilarating activity. 
Unfortunately, can also bring confusion, 
discipline problems, and deplorable waste 
time. 

Our system lacked something, then, unless 
these trying situations were avoided. The 
following explanation, therefore, the 
formations for the four types activity and 
their transitions was offered the class- 
room teacher: 

Let understood that calisthenics, free 
movement circle formation, rhythmical 
activities, and games should 
each lesson and always this order. soon 
this order becomes familiar, nonessential 
movements are eliminated. Thus confusion 
eliminated and time not wasted. Calisthenics 
are known first the program, and the 
children can immediately place themselves 
the correct formation. Familiar with the 
technique changing from line formation 
circle, they can ease into the second activity 
with few directions from the teacher. Since 
circle already formed, the third activity, 
folk dancing, can begin without further ado.

large number rhythmical activities 
require single circle. this the case, the 
class position for the third activity. There 
are, however, many folk dances requiring 
partners. When these are used, the transition 
simple. All children face the center the 
circle. Boys step forward and stand front 
the girls their right. Boys face the girls. 

simple line relay the program 
games, all children face the center the 
circle. The teacher appoints captains. The 
captains step from the circle and take their 
places good distance away. The children 
the circle then count off according the 
number captains. The ones line behind 
captain one. The twos line behind captain 
two, etc. 

Other game formations were described 
like manner. With the help these time- 
saving formation techniques, classroom 
teacher easily can include one period the 
four essential activities. first-grade teacher, 
for instance, might give five minutes 
twenty-minute period mimetics, three min- 
utes free movement, seven minutes 
folk dance, the Shoemaker’s Dance, and five 
minutes game, Squirrels the Trees. 


The System Works 

Yes, this American system 
practical, and working. Look the 
proving grounds. See the response. Watch how 
easily the techniques are mastered chil- 
dren and classroom teacher alike. See the 
grace and poise, bodies strong and erect with 
muscles firm and well toned, eyes alert and 
faces aglow with health, the alive self-confi- 
dent manner, the wholesome enjoyment 
vigorous physical activities. Notice the grati- 
tude the parents they watch their chil- 
dren learning play together socially and 
emotionally adjusted individuals. Note, you 
will, the by-product, the increased enrollment 
our parochial schools.

ECENT decades have seen our schools 
many innovations both curriculum 
and plant facilities, which show our constant 
desire perfect our system education. 
Useful these developments are, they are 
not the whole answer the problem. Used 
uninspired, uninterested, listless teacher 
the best aids have but little effect. 
Learning essentially interior process. 
exposure facts and principles. Rather, 
and soul. What textbook tool can 
adequately, the teacher must do. must sell 
education motivate the student make 
the efforts necessary for learning. 


Develop Your Personality 


almost truism that many people 
confuse principles and personality. quite 
true that most (not major changes 
person’s life come the result con- 
tact with personality. Even the religious 
life, while true that, the plane the 
spirit faith, accept the superior’s com- 
mands without considering personality, yet 
know speak human frailty) that, 
naturally, find more enjoyment obeying 
wholeheartedly superior who 
and likable. And sometimes even may find 
that assent more easily his ideas than 
those the superior who, although more 
logical, does not possess the affection the 
inferior. Such the power the heart over 
the mind. this sometimes true us, 
how much more true must our pupils. 

Before can sell education the stu- 
dent must have his respect and affection. 
pleasant personality asset though not 
essential. making continual efforts 
develop himself teacher can acquire 
personality far superior any that can 
inherited. The surest way win the affection 
student having true, sincere, and 
honest love for him. course, are not 
speaking weak and sentimental attach- 
ment based the natural attractiveness 
the student’s personality, but true love, 
based our knowledge that the child 
child God, that has soul which God 
wishes help, that this soul capable 
attaining the highest degree sanctity 
and love for God. With such love, will 


not find difficult have those 


qualities teacher that every child expects 
find: authority, impartiality, constancy, 
pleasantness. 


Love Your Students 


Even the most unattractive student has 
lovable qualities but take the time 
look for them. This easy task. Ad- 
mitted. But Christ was friend publi- 
cans and sinners, can less our 
students? If, the Good Shepherd, Jesus 
leaves the ninety-nine find the wanderer, 
can the caretakers His lambs 
less for that problem child? 

Once attitude respect and affection 
exists, the problem selling education

not exist, all not lost; even so, with the 
means that suggest themselves, much may 
accomplished. 


Motivation Needed 


the indoctrination -courses, given all 
men before their combat training; the armed 
forces set out twofold goal: first, con- 
vince the inductees they can the job; and 
second, rouse them the desire it. 
Briefly, the course aims giving them con- 
fidence and motivation. These are our aims 
selling education. 

When big business was the zenith its 
power, before the big stick antitrust legis- 
lation began crack down, the common atti- 
tude was, “The public damned.” This 
same attitude extended likewise employees. 
Now, especially under the impetus labor 
scarcity, the attitude has changed. Employee 
reaction sought, suggestion boxes are put 
up, efforts are made improve working con- 
ditions, recreational facilities are arranged, 
etc. Many firms have discovered that this 
system pays, and they plan make 
permanent policy. 

Sometimes teachers have the attitude 
these prewar corporations. Perhaps they may 
never phrase the attitude but goes some- 
what like this: “I’m the boss they’d 
better what say”; “No pupil can tell 
what do”; won’t take orders”; 
“Tf they don’t like ways, they know what 
they can about it.” Dictatorial methods get 
results But the results are minimal. 
spirit co-operation the part the 
teacher means like spirit the class. Not 
that advocate the chaos found the so- 
called progressive school. Rather, let the 
teacher authority because the stu- 
dents’ recognition right and duty; not 
because mere force. the teacher can 
back his orders with reasons, can 
tell the students why they should atten- 
tive and silent, why they should their 
home assignments, why they should polite 
and respectful, the results will far more 
certain and permanent than tells them, 
“Do this because say so.” Even Hitler got 
his position dictator not through 
mere force but because sold the idea 
that the German nation could greater. 
should also sell our students the tremen- 
dous potentialities their person. 


Your Sales Talks 


The modern student utilitarian outlook, 
but not utilitarian completely mate- 
rialistic sense. Our first effort the class- 
room must, therefore, line all the 
possible uses and advantages (cultural, prac- 
tical, psychological) the subject. These 
advantages should made vivid and real 
possible backing them with examples. 
This may done all once the first day, 
gradually over week two. done 
well, the course half sold. But youth, 
roused enthusiasm, soon loses its fire. The 
teacher must strike while the iron hot 
beginning instruction once. Sometimes 
teacher will delay starting the course for 
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day two accommodate late comers, 
changees. the meantime the class, bored 
this marking time, loses interest. Wood 
kindled and gone ash difficult rekindle. 

further technique explain the 
outset (with the attitude, possible, giving 
“inside the method you have (if any) 
grading, what you expect the line 
home assignments, the relationship daily 
assignments and periodical tests the final 
grade, the value and importance good 
grades, and forth. Some may object that 
this may introduce mercenary attitude into 
the work. Naturally this only secondary 
motivation; but probably preferable 
have work being done (and learning going on) 
with mercenary attitude, than have 
work (and learning) with high and al- 
truistic motive. Human nature works more 
earnestly the reward sight appears more 
valuable. Even the lives the saints attest 
this. Our goals should such satisfy 
the whole man. And while considering mo- 
tives, should never overlook instruction 
the fact study duty state life 
for students. 


Honey and Vinegar 


The judicious use praise and blame 
also effective means toward selling edu- 
cation. Confidence his ability im- 
portant factor learning 
process. Therefore, praise for work well done, 
especially for those slower ones class 
who occasionally shower out few sparks 
wisdom, tremendous value. However, 
all things, excess ceases good. 
Reprimands are also necessary but for best 
results, they should directed toward few; 
they should aimed especially those who 
can better but are careless and negligent. 
The most appropriate time this seems 
when returning corrected and graded test 
papers. The maxim St. Sales 
about the flies and the honey would our 
best guide here. 

man who would work for any length 
time without receiving any pay and with 
prospect pay forthcoming would 
thought fool. one would blame him for 
quitting. Teachers may believe the desire 
learn offers sufficient incentive but, the 
student’s eyes, grades are the pay for their 
efforts. With this view, should correct, 
grade, and return most assignments. This 
gives air importance the work, pro- 
vides the teacher with opportunity point 
out errors, gives the teacher continual record 
and check the progress the student, and 
offers point contact whereby can 
show interest the student’s work. stu- 
dent who would persist doing his work 
regularly spite certain knowledge that 
his papers are regularly consigned the 
wastebasket would heroic. 


Reasonable Recognition 


The grade the report card should never 
completely unexpected shock the 
student. the student receives grade 
never anticipated, the effect voided. 
excuses himself, says was unjust, and con- 
tinues his way before. Sometimes pa- 
rental discipline lax, which case abso- 
lutely nothing accomplished. The student 
must know why received low grade 
and how recurrence can prevented 
any good accomplished. And the 
teacher, not the office, the only one who

Unit Creative Poetry 


One the specific functions the school 
and all education guide pupils ac- 
quiring correct appreciation beauty, the 
products art, and, general, the more re- 
fined elements civilization frequently 
known “culture.”

The following activity was ‘worked out 
with class fifth- and sixth-grade pupils 
who had never attempted creative poetry 
before. 

The first and very effective approach was 
the reading simple selection with correct 
emphasis rhythm and pleasing and 
well-modulated tone voice. This was re- 
peated for several periods, selecting dif- 
ferent poem for each occasion. This reading 
might take place either during the reading 
English period. The class enjoyed this and 
looked forward the pleasant treats that 
their English and reading periods held

store for them. this point the teacher 
realized that she had accomplished one 
the most important parts her objective. 

The pupils then began ask questions 
about the poems, collected selections, brought 
poems, and asked the teacher read their 
favorite selections for the enjoyment the 
entire class. 

When the pupils’ interest was stimulated 
and firmly centered the theme each 
selection, the teacher called the pupils’ at- 
tention the three properties poem 
rhyme, rhythm, and pattern which make for 
beauty poetry. 

The next step was the illustration the 
nature rhyme; care was taken point 
out the fact that rhyme pairs couples 
the verses lines involved. For example, 
stanza four lines the last words were: 
miss, bliss, life, strife, the first word would 
rhyme with the second, and the third with 
the fourth. 

teaching rhythm the pupils were asked 
observe the regular succession long and 
short syllables. (With pupils the upper 
grades, the terms accented and unaccented 
should used.) 


Example: 
for the first time you have héard 
The Mastér’s sweet and géntle call, 

the subject presented properly, pupils 
will swayed the power rhythm, 
which, after all, really part their 
nature. Here the teacher suggested soft tap- 
ping feet clapping hands with regu- 
larity motion, while she read one the 
favorite selections. 

Then the pupils’ attention was called 
the setting the pattern. Several: illustra- 
tions were written the blackboard. The 
fact was pointed out that, pattern like 
lines one and two rhyme, three 
and four, five and six; pattern 
lines one and three rhyme and lines two and 
four. 

After the teacher taught the patterns 
rhyme she explained the class that vowel

preceding consonants must different. For 
example, ram rhymes with fan, fight with 
right, stare with scare. Hear did not rhyme 
with bear even though the last part the 
second word spelled the same that the 
first.

Pupils were amazed the wonders and 
surprising beauty that was hidden envel- 
oped poetry. doubt they had always 
been fascinated jingles and Mother Goose 
rhymes; but now they knew the techniques 
and had their own tools with which start 
compose their own little verses and 

recognition the varying differences 
the interests the pupils, the teacher asked 
what they wanted write about. The brighter 
group volunteered immediately. each pupil 
offered his suggestion the teacher wrote the 
title the blackboard. Most the titles re- 
ferred objects that were within the reach 
the average child’s experience. Little 
Brother, Our Cherry Tree, The Brave Pilot, 
The Little Lark, Two Pals, Puppy, 
Darling Mom, are among the most common 
types titles that pupils love select. The 
brightest pupils preferred select titles 
more attractive and specific nature. The 
following titles all have reference birds: 
God’s Little Worker, The Wanderer, 
Hero, Little Lightweight, The Flight. 

The pupils who contributed titles were 
ready tell the class what they intended 
say write about the object person 
whom the title referred. (Not necessarily 
four verses lines gave least four 
sentences. the was not rhythmical 
enough, the teacher asked the child im- 
prove called upon another assist him. 
This procedure was repeated with each line; 
class co-operated and teacher guided. With 
beginners best take the aa, bb, rhyme 
pattern; four-line stanzas and more than 
two-stanza poems. 

For the benefit the pupils 
trouble with rhyme the teacher asked other 
pupils suggest pairs words that rhymed. 
the contributions were made the teacher 
wrote these words the blackboard 
lows:

way sky rest thing 


Bearing the pattern and rhythm mind 
the bright pupils produced surprisingly beauti- 
ful lines. The children less talented this 
line work needed individual attention. 
After they got idea what they were 
expected do, the teacher proceeded 
work with them group. 

The following co-operative poem pro- 
duced such group fifth and sixth 
graders.

Teachers junior-high-school English, 
confronted many demands upon their 
time, concede with reluctance their inability 
cover the requirements the subject. 
Activities brought the war well 
the growing number obligations hitherto 
assumed parents and other agencies have 
reduced actual teaching dangerously low 
point. Teachers English, too, are forced 
relinquish more and more time. other 
studies the curriculums. Hence, matter 
self-defense, teachers must make every 
minute count. 

attempt solve this problem, the 
following allotment time proved useful: 


Opening exercise ......... minutes 

Grammar composition.. minutes 
(test Friday) 


Such division time assumes forty- 
minute period and can used five-period 
seven-period weekly program. While the 
greatest latitude often necessary and proper, 
attention time schedule even simple 
this will permit teachers cover the most 
important phases English. 

The initial five-minute period, called for 
want better name the opening exercise, 
should significant and valuable part 
the entire lesson. has two important func- 
tions: puts class, its own responsibility, 
immediately work; and serves 
necessary drill, under supervision, work 
previously taught. prevent valuable time 
from being lost within the classroom, the 
teacher, during corridor duty for filing, must 
evolve for the remote control the class 
inflexible device, thoroughly understood 
the pupils and demanding their immediate 
attention. The work may the writing 
letter, five sentences grammar, exercise 
rhetoric, the writing couplet, the study 
few vocabulary words—all with 
common condition: drill upon work 
previously taught. such, the assignment 
can left the class, until the teacher 
upon entering the room makes the customary 
check and 

The second subdivision concerns the eval- 
uation the homework. Time being short 
school, substantial home study must 
demanded, with consequent check the 
teacher.

Materials: 


Plaster Paris 

Cardboard box about the size 
spool box, smaller 

Metal glass container for holy water. 
small salve jar will suitable.) 

Metallic seal from discarded Christ- 
mas card 

small piece wire 

Gold aluminum paint 


Procedure: 


Punch hole one end the bottom 
the box (Fig. 1). Insert wire, leaving loop 
the outside and crumpling loose wire 
the inside the box. 

Cut lid box through center (Fig. 2). 
attach one half the lid the bottom part 
the box with scotch tape gummed 
paper making cardboard mold like Figure 

Mix about five tablespoons Plaster 
Paris with juice glass water. (Do not 
stir too long will set quickly.) Pour 
contents into back part mold (Fig. 4). 
Let stand about ten minutes until set. 

Mix four tablespoons Plaster Paris 
about three fourths juice glass 
water. Pour into base mold 
container for holy water immediately, while 
plaster still wet. Allow dry about two 
hours before removing cardboard, but 
sure remove box while plaster still moist 
will stick. 

When thoroughly dry, sand all rough 
edges, paint entire front and sides with gold 
silver paint. 

Glue metallic seal.

Procedure: 


Mix enough cement and sand fill 
paper plate. (Two parts sand one part 
cement. Enough water allow mixture 

Pour into paper plate.

Place cardboard box cement the 
position shown Figure (Do not push 
cardboard box into cement, simply. set 
position prevent stone from being placed 
that spot.) 

Put candles and holy water container 
cement, pushing them far into the cement. 
(Remove candles after cement set, but 
still wet.) 

Fill all visible cement with stones, 
and allow dry over night (Fig. 3). 

When base has dried, start building 
cement and stones over cardboard box, layer 
upon layer, until the entire box covered 
with fairly thick coating cement and 
stones. Shells can used for decorating top, 
etc. (Cement should quick thick for build- 
ing over box.) 

Remove cardboard box after cement 
has set about hours. not remove 
too soon arch will collapse. 

Place Blessed her shrine; fill 
container with holy water, and the gift 
complete (Fig. 4).

Study the Commandments God and the Church for First Grade 


Every child familiar with the traffic lights 
the street corner. also knows that the 
green light says “Go” and that the red light 
says “Stop.” Even the small child has some 
realization the necessity for laws governing 
traffic and the consequent fine for their 
infraction. 

carry this idea over the need law 
the moral order, have made use 
“God’s Traffic Lights” which are the Com- 
mandments God and the Church, given 
simple language which readily can 
grasped the tiniest tot the first grade. 

Educators tell that more gained 
“do” than “don’t,” and for this 
reason, far possible, the Commandments 
have been treated positively before there 
mention “must not.” 

From the illustration will noted that 
Guardian Angel the “traffic cop” the 
road heaven. the left are listed all the 
green the things must do, 
while the right the red lights tell what 
must not do. Each law illustrated stick 
figures which are subject matter for 
up” story the teacher.

Not all the Commandments are used but 
only such are immediate concern 
little children. The sixth and ninth Com- 
mandments are omitted because many teachers 
favor delaying the teaching these until 
later date. When found necessary, the tact- 
ful teacher will able treat matters 
concerning purity without unduly arousing 
childish curiosity. 

These laws may also serve table 
sins for first confession, only nine points 
are stressed and these will help make the 
first approach the Holy Tribunal easier 
and less confusing for the little ones. The 
children are taught that when they “go 
through” one God’s red lights, they commit 
sin, and that when they the green 
light, they are making their souls more beauti- 
ful and more pleasing God. 

The actual poster work itself quite simple 
and does not call for extra artistic skill. The 
materials required are few—for instance, 
the Guardian Angel enlargement from 
card; the children were cut from catalog, 
and the lights were made from black, 
and green construction paper. 


Young Children Use the Missal 


The ability third and fourth graders 
read the Missal has been proved efficiently 
one our young teachers the elemen- 
tary grades. When September, 1944, dawned, 
Sister had one project very dear her litur- 
gical soul. She had determined that her fourth 
graders would learn how use the Missals 
which they had proudly purchased from 
their own spending money. Soon the third 
graders also became ambitious. Sister had 
two grades her room, and they were forty 
number. 

She began with the Kyrie; this they learned 
sing. Observing that the syllabication

the musical copies was great assistance 
toward the children’s mastery Latin, Sister 
decided syllabicate all the short re- 
sponses the Mass. Having proved them- 
selves proficient these minor parts the 
Hely Sacrifice, the children attempted the 
Gloria. After one month’s daily drill five 
ten minutes day, work the Credo was 
begun. 

The charts for syllabication were made 
from oak tag, regular chart size. The sheets 
were put rings which had been discarded 
from old looseleaf binders. The rings insured 
quick turning each sheet and the charts 
could manipulated easily one the 
pupils. 
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Pictures the various actions the Holy 
Mass were pasted upon each sheet and thus 
was kept the visual attention the child. 
Soon these little ones were familiar with both 
action and Latin. They are able under- 
stand the Latin phrasing and follow the dia- 
logue Mass intelligently and attentively.

can help the student adequately. Too many 
failures too many superior grades 
class nullifies the effectiveness the grades 
and slows down effort. Lowering 
grades because the classroom behavior 
student will avoided teacher who 
wishes sell his subject. Such procedure 
results the attitude: get poor grade 
matter how hard study, what’s the 
Disciplinary problems can solved 
other means. While standards must 
upheld, place them beyond the reach 
the student has educative value but merely 
produces attitude defeatism. Since 
grades have profound effect the student’s 
attitude toward subject, they must used 
wisely. 
Your Teaching Interesting 

And finally, but means least, the 
subject should made interesting 
possible. The class must move. One test 
interest (not infallible, however) the number 
and quality questions asked. When class 
sits apathetically listening, 
bound, but with reaction evidence, there 
is, probably, interest. The use clear, 
concise language; thoughts neither above nor 
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beneath the student’s 
ogies, anecdotes, and parables make the 
meanings clear—these are means 
taining interest. Slides, films, records, pictures, 
object lessons are helps but, before all, the 
teacher must interested. 

The lesson also must have vitality. The 
teacher should energetic presentation, 
not waiting too long for answers, nor paus- 
ing long between thoughts. There’s nothing 
like long, silent patches lull class 
sleep cause them supply little noise 
their own. Furthermore, routine must 
avoided. variety activities procedures 
should employed. And still, this variety, 
there should certain order that the 
student does not get feeling haphazard- 
ness and confusion. There should con- 
sistency method but variety techniques. 
Furthermore this variety should apply the 
lesson itself but not class procedures such 
roll call, collection assignments, and the 
like. Order does not mean routine. 

These suggestions well the many 
others that occur us, plus the lofty motives 
have religious educators, should enable 
sell education the pupils our 
schools, and the interest and activity pro- 
duced thereby have classes populated not 
pupils but students.
